not­ 


withstanding the promptness of the 


firemen 
in arriving at a fire, there is an 


absence of some one to take charge of 


affairs. 
T h e foreman of each 
com­ 


pany manages his men, but there is no 


head, and 
naturally 
there is^ a little 


conflict of authority and right of way. 


This could all be obviated were there 


a 
Chief o f the Department. 
This 


should be a fireman of experience who 


should b e paid a small 
salary. 
It 


should be his duty to look after the 


prpperty of the 
town pertaining to the 


fire department, to attend all fire's, and 


to notify companies in different 
sec­ 


tions of town whether their services are 


needed in another section where a fire 


is going on, and thus save long and 


tiresome runs. 
H e should at intervals 


examine the hydrants o f town and see 


that they are in good 
working order. 


H e should have a department drill at 


least once every month. 
This man 


should be selected from o n e ot the 


companies as already 
organized, as 


there are a number of men in the dif­ 


ferent companies who are in every way 


fitted 
for the position. 
It would be 


poor policy to take an outsider for this 


position, as it would only 
disrupt the 


fire department as already organized. 


State 
property 
has been at the mercy 


of the 
flames. 
T h a t there has been 


no property lost during the time 
this 


law 
has been in force, is n o argument 


against the insuring o f valuable public 


buildings. 
H a d it been the North or 


South Hall that was destroyed yester­ 


day the University w o u l d have 
been 


terribly crippled and a special 
session 


of the Legislature would 
have to be 


called, which w o u l d cost e n o u g h t o in­ 


sure all the State 
buildings for ten 


years, or the University would have to 


go without the 
necessary a c c o m m o d a ­ 


tions for nearly two years. 


Another thing that should be noted 


is the fact that there is absolutely no 


fire 
protection 
for the 
University. 


T h e r e are n o hydrants and n o hose at 


the University that could be used in 


case of fire. 
T o be sure 
there is a 


chemical engine there, but when it was 


necessary to use it yesterday it was 


found 
out, when too late, that it had 


not been 
charged, and consequently 


was ol no use. 
There are no town 


hydiants near the University 
and con 


sequently a large amount of hose has 


to be used and it is of no use for there 


is no pressure of water to carry it 1000 


or 1500 feet. 
It is time that the Re­ 


gents were doing something to protect 


the University buildings from the rav­ 


ages of fire. H a d there been a garden 


hose 
handy

fine, while the whole is marred by the 


fence and trees which project into the 


street in front of Mr. Snyder's property. 


We

that Mr. Snyder claims that the prop­ 


erty in question 
belongs to him and 


that it has 
never 
been given to the 


city for street purposes. 


It is claimed on the other hand that 


the land in question was dedicated to 


the county many years ago for a public 


road.

A Substitute For Gold. 


A French technical paper, The Jour­ 
nal de l'Horlogerie, declares that a new 
amalgam has been discovered which is 
a wonderful substitute for gold. It con­ 
sists of 04 parts of copper to six parts of 
antimony. The. copper is melted and the 
antimony is then added. Once the two 
metals are sufficiently fused together a 
little magnesium and carbonate of lime 
are added to increase the density of the 
material 
The product can be drawn, 
wrought and soldered just like gold, 
which it almost exactly resembles on be­ 
ing polished. Even when exposed' to the 
action of ammoniaoal salts of nitrons 
vapors it preserves its oolor. The cost of 
making it is about a shilling a pound 
avoirdupois.

liable to a lino of $ 5 0 0 or imprisonment in
